U.N.  troops  enter  Lebanon 


Mideast  topic 
of  History  Week 

The  BYU  history  department  will  present  the  seventh  an¬ 
nual  history  week  March  29-30.  The  theme  is  The  Middle 
East  Controversy:  Roots  and  Routes. 

Beginning  Wednesday,  March  29,  in  the  Varsity  Theater, 
Malcolm  Kerr,  presently  director  of  von  Grunebaum  Center 
for  Near  Eastern  Studies  at  UCLA,  will  speak  on  “The 
Historical  Roots  of  the  Middle  East  (Controversy.” 

Kerr,  born  in  Beirut,  Lebanon,  received  his  B.A.  degree  at

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  The  first  unit  of  a  4,000-man 
U.N.  peacekeeping  force  moved  into  southern  Lebanon  Wed¬ 
nesday  as  Israeli  troops  were  reported  generally  observing  the 
two-day-old  cease-fire. 

Yasser  Arafat’s  mainline  guerrilla  group,  A1  Fatah,  has  or¬ 
ders  to  honor  the  cease-fire  declared  Tuesday  by  Israel,  The 
Associated  Press  learned.  But  the  radical  Popular  Front  for 
the  Liberation  of  Palestine,  led  by  Dr.  George  Habash,  a  part 
of  Arafat’s  Palestine  Liberation  Organization,  vowed  to 
demolish  the  truce. 

About  100  Iranian  troops  crossed  into  southern  Lebanon 
from  their  posts  in  the  Golan  Heights  buffer  zone  in  Syria  and 
began  inspecting  military  positions.  French  officials  said  a 
reconnaissance  party  of  16  officers  arrived  here  from  Cyprus 
as  vanguard  of  a  ^0-man  force  and  will  take  up  station 
Thursday. 

Similar  600-man  contingents  of  Norwegians  and  Nepalese 
also  are  scheduled  to  move  into  the  area. 

The  Iranians  set  up  in  the  village  of  Marjayoun  after  being 
held  up  by  Christian  Lebanese  militiamen  who  vigorously  op¬ 
pose  the  entry  of  U.N.  forces  into  their  territory.  Maj.  Sa’ad 
Hadad,  leader  of  the  Christian  force,  said  the  U.N.  troops 
would  not  be  able  to  prevent  the  Palestinian  guerrillas  from 
returning  once  the  Israelis  withdraw. 

The  Christians  have  been  fighting,  with  Israel’s  support, 
against  the  Palestinians  and  leftist  Moslem  Lebanese  since

Carter-Begin  taiks  end  somberiy; 
'Peace  stiii  far  away' in  Mideast 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  President  Carter  ended  talks 
Wednesday  with  Israeli  Prime  Minister  Menachem  Begin  and' 
somberly  announced  that  “peace  still  seems  far  away”  in  the 
Middle  East. 

Carter  urged  Begin  to  count  on  U.S.  support  and  come  to 
terms  with  the  Arabs.  “This  opportunity  must  not  be  allowed 
to  slip  into  the  cycle  of  hatred  and  violence,”  the  president 
said. 

Bright  sunshine  on  the  White  House  lawn  could  not  hide 
the  strains  as  Carter  called  anew  for  Israel  to  commit  itself  to 
a  pullback  on  the  West  Bank  of  the  Jordan  River,  in  the  Sinai 
and  on  the  Golan  Heights. 

Later,  Carter’s  national  security  adviser,  Zbigniew 
Brzezinski,  asked  if  things  were  as  grim  as  they  appeared  dur¬ 
ing  the  parting  of  the  two  leaders,  and  replied:  “Appearances 
were  not  misleading.” 


Mideast  tensions 
surface  during 
International  test

Emotions  and  issues  reflecting  the  international  scene  sur¬ 
faced  Wednesday  as  participants  in  the  Israel  and  Middle 
East  booths  of  the  International  Week  clashed  over  the  sen¬ 
sitive  differences  which  affect  their  countries. 

More  fuel  was  added  to  the  fire  when  it  became  known  that 
a  BYU  employee  allegedly  obtained  under  false  pretenses  a 
film  being  displayed  at  the  Middle  East  booth. 

The  film,  which  was  obtained  from  the  Arab  Information 
Center  in  New  York,  was  about  Palestinian  refugees  and  their 
desire  for  a  homeland. 

As  described  by  several  sources.  Dale  S.  King,  director  of 
the  College  of  Humanities  advisement  center,  allegedly  ap¬ 
proached  a  student  at  the  booth  Monday  afternoon  and  asked 
for  the  film,  saying  Omar  Kader,  director  of  the  College  of 
Social  Sciences  Advisement  Center,  told  him  he  could  use  the 
film  in  a  class. 

The  student  asked  the  man  for  his  name  and  Social 
Security  number,  which  he  wrote  on  a  piece  of  paper.  Both 
were  later  found  to  be  false. 

The  film  was  recovered  at  1  a.m.  Tuesday  and  was  shown  in 
four  classes  and  the  ELWC  Reception  Lounge  Wednesday. 

Paul  Richards,  director  of  BYU  Public  Communications, 
said  Wednesday  night  the  deans  of  the  Humanities  and 
Political  Science  Departments  will  meet  Thursday  “to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  situation  and  determine  a  course  of  action.” 

“They’re  just  getting  the  facts  together,”  he  stated. 

Kader  said  the  dean  “asked  for  a  written  report”  and  he  was 
“reconstructing  what  happened.” 

“I  don’t  want  to  see  someone  lose  their  job  over  this,  but  I 
don’t  want  to  minimize  the  impact  of  what  was  done,”  he 
said. 

Meanwhile,  Israeli  students  were  unhappy  with  the  Middle 
East  booth. 

Levy  Rabinowitz,  a  senior  in  psycholop^  from  Haifa,  Israel, 
criticized  the  showing  of  the  film  and  the  “political”  tone  of 
the  display. 

“The  purpose  of  International  Week  is  to  show  un¬ 
derstanding  and  friendship  among  peoples.  This  shouldn’t  be 
a  political  debate,”  he  said.  He  cited  the  guidelines  for  par¬ 
ticipation  published  by  the  International  Students  Office 
which  said  “No  unneccessary  political  propaganda  should  be 
displayed.” 

Rabinowitz  said  the  film  Was  political  propaganda  and 
“hurt  some  people’s  feelings.” 

He  said  he  had  a  film  titled  “The  Arabs  and  How  They  See 
It”  which  was  political.  “I  didn’t  show  it  and  I  won’t  show  it,” 
he  said. 

Jeanie  Kader  Hyer,  a  Palestinian  Arab  who  converted  to 
the  LDS  Church,  felt  the  Middle  East  booth  “helped  BYU 
students  see  the  other  (Palestinian)  side.  Most  people  hear

And  after  a  later  meeting  between  Begin  and  Secretary  of 
State  Cyrus  Vance,  Vance  told  reporters,  “I  can’t  say  we’ve 
reduced  the  differences  at  this  point.” 

“In  bidding  goodbye  to  Begin,  Carter  said  tjie  1967  U.N. 
Security  Council  resolution  calling  for  Israeli  withdrawal 
“must  apply  to  all  fronts  if  peace  negotiations  are  to  succeed.” 

On  this  point,  the  administration  is  in  sharp  conflict  with 
Begin.  He  has  offered  to  negotiate  the  West  Bank’s  future  but 
is  not  committing  Israel  to  a  pullback- 

Almost  plaintively.  Begin  reminded  Carter  that  Israel’s  of¬ 
fer  to  grant  civil  self-rule  to  “our  Palestinian  Arab  neighbors” 
on  the  West  Bank  and  in  Ghaza  was  lauded  by  the  United 
States  only  a  few  months  ago  as  constructive,  far-reaching 
and  notable  contribution  to  negotiations  with  Egypt. 

Looking  wan,  the  64-year-old  Israeli  leader  said  it  was  his 
duty  “to  remind  public  opinion  in  the  United  States”  that  his 
country  is  alone  in  the  world  in  being  marked  for  destruction. 
Obviously  referring  to  the  Palestine  Liberation  Organization, 
and  its  “abominable  acts,”  Begin  said  the  lives  of  Israelis  are 
threatened  daily  and  the  country  is  faced  with  an  alignment  of 
Arab  states  armed  by  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  West. 

The  last  remark  seemed  to  represent  an  appeal  to  Congress 
and  the  public  to  oppose  Carter’s  proposed  sale  of  50  F5E  jet 
fighters  to  Egypt  and  60  F-15  fighter  bombers  to  Saudi 
Arabia. 


Carter,  lobbying  for  his  arms  “package,”  which  includes  90 
planes  for  Israel,  summoned  key  House  and  Senate  members 
to  the  White  House  to  explain  his  position.

GE system  designed 
to  offer  challenges

cles  on  the  general  education  program  at  BYU,  including 
the  national  picture,  how  students  feel  about  GE,  and 
where  the  program  may  go  in  the  future.

In  the  January  ASBYU  student  opinion  poll,  more  than  65 
percent  of  those  questioned  indicated  some  degree  of  dis¬ 
satisfaction  with  the  new  general,  education  program.  More 
than  81  percent  said  they  would  like  to  see  some  changes. 

The  poll,  supervised  by  Kim  McNamara  of  the  Academics 
Office,  queried  250  students;  of  whom  more  than  90  percent 
were  in  their  first  two  academic  years  here.  An  earlier  poll, 
taken  last  November,  showed  46  percent  were  in  some  degree 
dissatisfied,  and  74  percent  would  like  to  see  some  changes 
made. 

If  these  polls  are  even  approximately  representative,  it 
could  be  said  that  a  large  number  of  students  are  displeased 
with  the  new  program.  Both  surveys  gave  the  opportunity  to 
list  problems,  and  changes  the  students  would  make  if  they 
could.  Following  is  a  discussion  of  the  most  common  com¬ 
plaints  and  proposed  remedies. 

By  far  the  most  frequent  complaint  of  the  respondents  was 
that  the  classes  did  not  specifically  prepare  students  for 
evaluations.  Some  of  the  remedies  suggested  included  having 
individual  professors  design  evaluations  for  their  classes  based 
on  material  covered;  having  the  classes  cover  only  that 
material  on  the  evaluations;  and  dropping  the  evaluations 
altogether  and  going  back  to  the  old  system  of  “pass  the  class, 
fulfill  the  requirement.” 

This  latter  suggestion  hints  at  one  of  the  reasons  the  old 
program  was  changed.  “There  was  no  guarantee  of  learning,” 
said  Chauncey  Riddle,  assistant  academic  vice-president  for 
graduate  studies  and  curriculum.  Granted  the  new  system  is 
more  challenging  to  the  student,  but  it  was  designed  that  way.

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Botany  Ph.  D 
goal  of  Korean 
stake  patriarch 


A  professor  from  a  Korean  college,  who  is  also  an 
LDS  stake  patriarch,  is  studying  for  a  Ph.D.  in 
botany  at  BYU. 

Chung-Kyun  Kim,  who  has  taught  for  15  years  at 
Seoul  National.  University  and  Kongju  National 
Teacher’s  College  in  Korea,  is  studying  “active 
transport”  in  higher  plant  life. 

He  explained  active  transport  refers  to  non- 
spontaneous  transport  of  matter  across  cell  mem¬ 
branes,  which  requires  the  direct  use  of  metabolic 
energy. 

“We  use  energy  when  we  take  our  food  by  hand. 
Most  animals  take  food  actively.  We  found  that 
plants  take  their  food  actively  too,”  Kim  said. 

In  his  studies  he  is  working  with  an  enzyme  called 
adenoisine  triphosphatase  or  ATPase,  which  is 
found  in  all  plants,  he  said. 

Kim,  who  came  to  BYU  in  September  of  1976, 
says  he  will  finish  his  studies  next  summer  and 
Resume  teaching  at  Kongju  National  Teacher’s 
College. 

He  said  he  finds  it  easy  to  adjust  to  the  Anierican 
culture.  “I  met  many  American  missionaires  in 
Korea  who  told  me  about  the  American  culture.  So  I 
understand  American  culture  very  well,”  Kim  says. 

His  wife,  Dojeung,  who  teaches  at  the  Language 
Training  Mission,  said,  “I  think  I  understand 
American  culture  better  than  most  oriental  people 
do.” 

Kim  and  bis  wife,  who  joined  the  LDS  Church  in 
1960  and  1959  respectively,  are  the  parents  of  three 
children,  ages  seven,  nine,  and  10. 

Kim  has  served  in  the  church  as  an  MIA  presi¬ 
dent,  Sunday  School  president,  branch  president, 
and  district  president.

It  was  complete  with  primitive  Indians  and  a 
medicine  man  who  communicated  with  spirits  to 
heal  the  sick,  and  who  used  witchcraft  to  discover 
hidden  knowledge. 

Collectively  known  as  the  Choco  Indians,  the 
tropical-forest  Indian  tribe  with  whom  30-year-old 
Daniel  Braithwaite  lived  are  scattered  along  the 
easternmost  province  of  Panama  and  througout  the 
Pacific  Jungle  lowlands. 

Now  living  in  Orem,  Braithwaite,  who  is  majoring 
in  anthropology  and  psychology,  will  show  slides  and 
lecture  on  “The  Supernatural  World  of  the  Choco 
Indians”  at  7:30  tonight  in  456  MARB. 

Braithwaite’s  presentation  is  part  of  a  weekly 
series  sponsored  by  tbe  department  of  anthropology 
and  archaeology  entitled,  “Dimensions  of  Man.” 

“The  purpose  of  this  program  is  to  acquaint  peo¬ 
ple' ‘Vith  the  discovery  'and  ideas  the  field  of 
anthropology  has  come  up  with,”  Braithwaite  said, 
and  “to  bring  more  understanding  and  awareness  of 
not  only  other  cultures  and  societies  but  of  our  own.” 

Braithwaite  added,  “We  feel  in  our  society  there  is 
a  profound  need  to  understand  other  cultures  and 
ways  of  life.” 

In  his  lecture,  Braithwaite  will  discuss  the  super¬ 
natural  world  of  the  Choco  Indians  as  seen  through 
the  Choco  medicine  man  who  puts  himself  into  a 
trance-like  state,  and  by  special  songs  and  ebants, 
communicates  with  spirits. 

“The  Choco  Indians  along  with  the  Amazonian 
tribes  use  certain  psycho-active  parts  of 
hallucinogenic  plants,”  he  said.  These  plants,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Braithwaite,  produce  hallucinations  and 
extrasensory  perception. 

“There  is  anecdotal  evidence  of  this,”  he  said. 
“When  an  American  anthropologist  was  in  Peru  and 


was  observing  a  hallucinogenic  trance  ritual,  nine  of 
11  primitive  men  involved  in  the  ritual  came  up  to 
him  claiming  his  wife’s  father,  who  was  back  in  the 
U.S.,  was  dead.” 


Two  days  later,  according  to  Braithwaite,  the 
anthropologist  received  a  long  distance  radio 
transmission  message  from  the  United  States 
stating  his  father-in-law  had  died  on  the  same  day 
the  Indians  had  predicted.

Universe  corrects  misquof

“What  we  want  is  to  measure  competency,  not  just 
minimum  fulfillment  of  class  requirements,”  he  said. 

The  complaint  itself  comes  as  no  surprise  to 
Marion  Bentley,  assistant  dean  for  general  education 
in  the  College  of  General  Studies.  Quoting  from  the 
guide  to  the  new  program,  he  said  “evaluations  must 
be  separable  from  particular  instruction.  Were  the 
evaluation  tied  intimately  to  one  teacher  or  one 
course,  its  value  as  general  education  could  be  called 
into  question. 

“A  suitable  evaluation  should  not  require  ...  a  par¬ 
ticular  class  ...  instructor  ...  or  textbook  ....  The  im¬ 
portant  point  to  determine  through  evaluation  is  the 
student’s  ability  to  use  knowledge,  not  merely  to 
possess  or  recall  it  ....  it  is  pointless  to  test  his 
memory  of  facts  alone.”  This  shows  that  the 
complained-of  disjointing  seems  to  be  part  of  the 
plan. 


The  next  common  responses  consisted  of  a  group  of 
comments  about  the  evaluations  themselves.  Com¬ 
plaints  included  such  thoughts  as  the  tests  were  too 
hard,  too  comprehensive,  unrealistic  and  am¬ 
biguously  worded.  Many  faculty  members  and  Dr. 
Bentley  agree  that  these  accusations  are  partially 
true.  The  English  and  History  departments  have 
already  revised  some  of  their  evaluations,  and  others 
are  following  suit. 


Part  of  the  problem.  Dr.  Bentley  said,  was  that 
many  departments  were  unsure  of  how  to  write 
evaluations  to  begin  with.  Since  the  program  started, 
a  set  of  guidelines  to  assist  departments  in  preparing 
evaluations  has  been  written,  but  progress  is  slow. 
“What  we  have  done  thus  far  is  establish  a 
framework  upon  which  to  build  and  expand,  he 
said.  “Our  faculty  have  a  limited  background  in  the 
kind  of  evaluations  we  are  promoting;  it  is  sometimes 
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difficult  to  decide  what  is  really  important  in  a 
course.” 

He  said  many  faculty  naembers  seemed  to  think 
that  the  program  was  designed  to  de-individualize 
teaching.  On  the  contrary,  he  continued,  “the  chief 
strength  of  any  university  is  its  faculty.  We  want  to 
foster  a  healthy  exchange  between  faculty  members 
about  what  is  important  to  learn  and  retain.” 

Many  students  also  complained  about  the  ex¬ 
tramajor  skill  requirement  of  Category  III.  Transfer 
students  with  associate  degrees  believed  they  should 
be  exempted  from  the  requirement  because  it  takes 
too  much  time  to  complete.  Some  complained  that 
the  options  offered  were  biased  toward  languages; 
others,  that  the  choices  offered  were  irrelevant  to 
their  majors  and/or  interests. 

The  program  guide  has  this  to  say  about  the  ex¬ 
tramajor  skill:  “Preparation  for  the  evaluation  is  to 
be  rigorous  and  extended.  The  work  leading  up  to  the 
evaluation  must  focus  on  tool,  skill  or  method  ac¬ 
quisition  ...  rather  than  on  subject  matter.” 

The  guide  also  states  “no  student  may  fulfill  the 
requirement  by  passing  an  evaluation  proposed  by 
bis  major  department.  Moreover,  it  would  be  con¬ 
trary  to  the  aims  of  general  education  for  Category  III 
to  be  converted  into  a  virtual  minor.”  In  other  words, 
the  skill  is  really  supposed  to  be  extramajor,  not  sup¬ 
plemental  to  the  major. 

The  poll  supervisor,  Ms.  McNamara,  also  per¬ 
sonally  interviewed  hundreds  of  students  to  get 
general  feelings.  She  said  “many  have  had  and  are 
having  trouble  with  the  program.  Some  have  left 
BYU  because  of  it.  Continual  changes  in  the  program 
make  it  clear  that  we  are  guinea  pigs,  and  many  stu¬ 
dents  resent  this.  Often  there  is  a  feeling  that  the 
departments  haven’t  caught  up  yet.” 

She  continued,  “students  feel  they  aren’t  told  ex¬ 
actly  what  to  take  or  expect,  but  the  program  struc¬ 
ture  seems  to  help  the  self-motivated.  Many  said  the 
evaluations  caused  them  to  worry  so  much  that  it  im¬ 
paired  their  learning.  The  purpose  of  the  poll  was  to 
provide  a  specific  way  to  make  the  administration 
aware  of  problems  students  perceived,  and  was 
passed  along  to  them  in  both  cases.” 

Personally,  she  said  “I  never  realized  what  the 
program  was  for  until  this  semester.  In  the  end.  I’ve 
enjoyed  it.  But  I  do  worry  about  evaluations.”  What 
is  the  program  for,  in  her  estimation?  “Intellectual 
balance  and  learning  excitement,”  she  said. 

It  seems  obvious  from  the  nature  of  the  complaints 
that  a  large  number  of  students  don’t  really  unders¬ 
tand  what  the  stated  goals  of  the  program  are.  A 
question  on  the  earlier  poll  attempted  to  gauge  this 
by  asking  students  how  much  they  thought  they 
knew  about  the  program;  more  than  27  percent  said 
“nothing”  or  “very  little;”  a  few  more  than  33  per¬ 
cent  said  “enough  to  get  by;”  and,  about  39  percent 
said  they  understood  it  enough  to  explain  it  to 
someone,  or  help  solve  another’s  problem. 

A  corollary  question  asked  if  the  respondent  knew 
where  to  go  for  help  with  the  program.  Half  said  they 
did  not.  The  next  installment  will  deal  with  where 
students  may  go  to  get  the  help  and  understanding  so 
obviously  needed.

Land  exchange 
tabled  by  Provo 
in  public  hearing 

A  land  exchange  between  land  developer  David 
Grow  and  Provo  City  was  tabled  after  new  informa¬ 
tion  on  the  case  was  brought  up  at  a  public  hearing 
at  the  Provo  City  Commission  meeting  Tuesday 
night. 

The  agreement  was  to  exchange  city  property  at 
1350  W.  820  North,  which  has  been  subdivided  into 
four  lots,  for  property  owned  by  David  Grow  at  1200 
E.  700  North.  In  addition.  Grow  would  pay  the  city 
$10,000. 

Several  citizens  present  stated  they  felt  the  Grow 
property  could  not  be  developed.  Commissioner  J. 
Earl  Wignall  said  the  property  on  1200  East  would 
be  used  to  widen  the  road  and  possibly  to  develop 
one  lot. 

Another  citizen  present  said  the  road  should  not 
be  widened  at  the  expense  of  Provo  City  because  the 
road  leads  directly  into  an  access  road  for  the 
Heritage  Mountain  project. 

He  said  he  felt  the  cost  for  widening  the  road 
should  be  borne  by  Wilderness  Associates,  Heritage 
Mountain  developers.  Under  the  agreement  with 
Provo  and  Wilderness  Associates  nothing  can  be 
done  with  Heritage  Mountain  until  their  finances 
have  been  discussed  with  the  City  Commission. 

In  other  commission  business,  Dwight  Ladle  was 
given  permission  to  expand  his  mink  farm  located  at 
755  S.  1600  West,  despite  a  petition  signed  by  27  per¬ 
sons  objecting  to  the  expansion  because  of  the 
nearness  of  the  mink  sheds  to  their  homes  and  the 
resulting  odor. 

In  other  business,  Maurine  Buckley  was  given  per¬ 
mission  to  operate  a  pre-school  in  her  home  at  1089 
Cherry  Lane,  with  the  condition  that  it  would  be 
reviewed  in  a  year. 


Oratorio  on  life  of  prophet 
to  be  performed  at  Y  today 


“The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,”  a 
folk  oratorio  about  the  life  of  the 
prophet,  will  be  presented  by  two 
BYU  students  today  at  10  a.m.  in 
the  East  Ballroom,  ELWC. 

Trey  Martino,  a  business 
management  major  from  Denton, 
Texas,  and  Lee  Hardy,  a  CDFR  ma¬ 
jor  and  president  of  the  BYU  social 
dance  team,  will  perform  as  part  of 
the  “Take  Ten”  series  sponsored  by 
the  ASBYU  Culture  Office. 

The  show  was  written  in  1976- 
1977  by  Martino  to  express  Joseph 
Smith’s  attitudes  toward  life  and 
his  relationships  with  people. 

“When  I  was  converted  .to  the 
church,  Joseph  Smith  was  the  most 
important  figure  to  me.  I  wrote  the 
oratorio  as  an  expression  of  my  per¬ 
sonal  testimony  of  Joseph  Smith 


being  a  prophet,”  Martino  said. 

He  was  dissatisfied  with  the  way 
many  church  members  viewed 
Emma  Smith,  and  he  wanted  to 
present  a  different  view.  “From 
what  I’ve  read  in  researching,  I  tried 
to  present  Joseph’s  view.  His  love 
for  Hyrum  also  plays  an  important 
part. 

“This  isn’t  a  play;  there  is  no 
part-taking  at  all.  It  was  written 
mainly  in  first  person.  The  show  has 
35  minutes  of  music  and  the  rest  is 
narration.” 

Martino  and  Hardy  have  recently 
recorded  the  entire  program,  in¬ 
cluding  narration,  and  it  is  on  sale 
in  the  bookstore. 

“We  do  firesides  as  well,  but  at 
present  we  are  booked  up  for  in¬ 
dividual  performances,”  he  said.

ISA  fosters  friendship, 
helps  foreign  students

Helping  foreign  students  cope  with 
the  problems  they  have  in  a  IJ.S.  un¬ 
iversity  is  the  main  purpose  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Students  Association 
(ISA). 

Social,  cultural  and  language 
problems  are  among  the  main 
problems  foreign  students  face  when 
attending  a  school  outside  their 
homelands. 

“The  purpose  of  the  ISA  is  to  act  as  a 
governing  body  and  planning  body  for 
international  students.  We  plan  ac¬ 
tivities  that  will  bring  international 
students  closer  together  through 
friendship  and  fellowship,”  John 
Walker,  president  of  ISA,  said. 

The  Calgary,  Alberta,  Canada 
native  said  presidents  of  foreign  stu¬ 
dent  clubs  are  part  of  the  ISA  govern¬ 
ing  body.  The  ISA  gives  the  clubs 
publicity,  and  support. 

“That  sUppnirt  accomplishes  one  of 
the  ISA’s .  main  goals,,  to  help  foreim 
students  feel  at  home,”  Walker  said. 

“Students  from  foreign  countries  are 
not  familiar  with  the  American 
culture,”  Ohanes  Megrdijian,  an  ISA 
vice  president  from  Beirut,  Lebanon, 
said.  “They  want  to  get  together  with 
other  students  who  have  common 
interests.” 

He  cited  several  activities  the  ISA 
has  sponsored.

Last  April  more  than  20  foreign  stu¬ 
dents  climbed  Y  mountain.  In  August 
about  10  traveled  to  the  Grand  Ca¬ 
nyon,  Lake  Powell  and  Zion  National 
Park. 

“We  encourage  foreign  students  to 
get  involved  with  activities  such  as 
these  because  the  purpose  is  for  them 
to  see  places  of  the  United  States  other 
than  the  city  where  they  are  living,” 
Megrdijian  said. 

Megrdijian  is  also  president  of  the 
Internationals,  a  new  entertainment 
group  at  BYU.  He  said  all  members  of 
the  group  are  foreign  students  who  per¬ 
form  songs  and  dances  in  native  dress. 

The  Internationals  will  perform  Fri- 
.day  at  7  p.m.  in  the  ELWC  Main 
Ballroom.  This  will  be  their  third  per¬ 
formance,  Megrdijian  said. 

Walker  compared  the  international 
student  at  BYU  with  an  LDS  mis¬ 
sionary  in  a  foreign  country.  “The  mis¬ 
sionary  has  the  handicap  of  language. 
American  students  need  to  realize  that 
foreign  sfedents. .  haye..  tfeis  , handicap 
here.”  Sometimes  there  are  misun¬ 
derstandings,  he  said. 

In  addition  to  Megrdijian,  two  other 
students  serve  as  ISA  vice  presidents. 
They  are  Trine  Aanensen,  a  sophomore 
from  Oslo,  Norway,  and  Donna  Follett, 
a  sophomore  from  Toronto,  Ontario, 
Canada.  Miss  Follett  said  the  officers 
and  secretaries  at  the  International 
Students  Office,  A-235  ASB,  are 
always  willing  and  ready  to  help 
foreign  students.

Eleven  new  videotape  presentations 
on  the  lives  of  presidents  of  the  LDS 
Church  will  premier  at  BYU  Friday  as 
part  of  the  Mormon  Festival  of  Arts. 

The  tapes,  covering  church  presi¬ 
dents  since  Joseph  Smith,  will  be 
shown  Friday,  Monday  and  Tuesday 
continously  from  noon  until  4  p.m.  in 
321  ELWC. 

The  videotapes,  each  15-20  minutes 
long,  are  designed  to  be  used  as  part  of 
a  religion  class,  leaving  most  of  the 
class  time  for  discussion.  Dr.  Lamar  C. 
Berrett,  professor  of  church  history 
and  doctrine,  supervised  production  of 
the  tapes. 

The  idea  for  the  project  grew  out  of 
an  earlier  series  of  videotape  lectures 
that  Berrett  developed  for  instruc¬ 
tional  use.  These  were  one  hour  long 
and  proved  difficult  for  teachers  to  use 
as  they  left  little  time  for  discussion  or 
lecture.  The  shorter  productions  allow 
the  teachers  more  time  for  develop¬ 
ment  of  their  material. 

“The  idea  was  to  make  a  better  15- 
minute  production  than  any  teacher 
could,”  Berrett  expalined. 

The  film  on  David  0.  McKay,  for  in¬ 
stance,  gives  a  short  biography  and  at 
the  same  time  humanizes  him  by 
showing  his  great  love  for  his  own 
family  and  his  emphasis  on  family  life. 
It  sketches  his  development  as  a  young 


man  and  takes  account  of  some  of  the 
Mormon  lore  for  which  he  is  famous. 

The  videotape  blends  old  still 
photos,  tapes  of  President  McKay’s 
voice  and  old  movie  footage: 

Berrett  has  read  all  the  scripts  and 
had  them  read  by  others  who  are  ex¬ 
pert  in  particular  periods  of  church 
history. 

“There  have  been  a  lot  of  different 
hands  involved  in  this,”  Berrett  said. 
“We’ve  had  all  kinds  of  writers, 
researchers,  consultants  and  narrators. 
But  to  keep  attention  focused  on  what 
is  presented  in  the  tapes,  no  credits 
have  been  given.” 

Tbe  tapes  have  been  approved  by 
the  LDS  General  Sunday  School  Board 
for  use  in  correlation  with  next  year’s 
church  history  classes.  They  will  be 
made  into  a  filmstrip  presentation  for 
easier  showing. 

The  11  videotapes  on  church  presi¬ 
dents  are  only  part  of  a  larger  project. 
Plans  call  for  14  more  tapes  on  events 
in  church  history  since  the  death  of 
Joseph  Smith. 

If  funds  can  be  raised  (the  tapes  cost 
about  $6,000  each)  the  project  might 
eventually  extend  into  the  period 
before  Joseph  Smith’s  death.  But,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Berrett,  the  project  began  as 
an  effort  to  provide  materials  for  a 
churcb  history  class  dealing  with 
events  after  1844,  so  plans  have  been 
made  to  cover  the  later  period  first.

Murphy  takes  fame  in  stride

BYU  downed  Western  States  College  16-7  in  a 
game  played  Saturday,  and  lost  to  Colorado  State  in 
a  Monday  game  11-3. 

Dave  Heath  set  a  new  club  single  game  scoring 
record  of  eight  goals  and  two  assists. 

The  Cougars  travel  to  Arizona  this  weekend  to 
play  Arizona  and  Arizona  State.  They  return  home 
to  host  Utah  and  Utah  State  on  March  30  and  31. 


Ainge,  Taylor  lead  Y 
in  final  league  stats 

The  final  basketball  statistics  of  the  Western 
Athletic  Conference  released  this  week  show  BYU 
among  the  leaders  in  several  categories. 

The  Cougars’  standout  freshman  guard  Danny 
Ainge  was  second  in  scoring  (all  games  played)  with 
a  21.1  average,  behind  New  Mexico’s  Marvin 
.  Johnson  (24.0).  Alan  Taylor  ranked  ninth  with  a 
14.4  average. 

Ainge  trailed  Utah’s  Buster  Matheney  in  free 
throw  shooting  by  a  slim  .869  to  .864  percentage,  but 
Ainge  had  over  twice  as  many  attempts  146-169  to 
Matheney’s  73-84  —  which  gives  Ainge  the  greater 
difficulty  factor. 

Tops  in  assists 

The  Cougars  qhalke^up  a.  remarkable  pne-two 
punch  in  assists.'Ainge  and  S6ott  Runia  wete  No.  2 
and  3  in  assists  behind  Arizona’s  Russell  Brown,  who 
had  7.6  per  game.  Ainge  averaged  5.3  and  Runia  4.8. 

Sophomore  center  Alan  Taylor  ended  the  season 
as  the  WAC’s  best  shooter,  hitting  .565  from  the 
floor  on  170  of  301  attempts.  Ainge  had  173 
rebounds,  15  more  than  the  nearest  WAC  guard, 
New  Mexico’s  Michael  Cooper.  Ainge  played  in  30 
games.  Cooper  participated  in  28. 

As  a  team,  BYU  ranked  fourth  in  the  WAC  in 
shooting  percentage  from  the  field  with  a  .485  per¬ 
centage.  Utah’s  *.519,  New  Mexico’s  .515,  and 
Arizona’s  .492  were  better. 

The  Cougars’  .710  percentage  from  the  foul  line 
was  good  for  second  behind  Arizona  State’s  .756. 

BYU  had  the  third  best  scoring  team,  averaging  81 
points  a  game.  New  Mexico  (97.65)  was  the  WAC 
and  national  NCAA  leader.  Arizona  (84)  was  second 
in  the  conference. 

The  two  sore  areas  for  BYU  were  rebound  margin 
(-4.6),  which  was  last  in  the  league  and  scoring 
margin  (-2.4),  next^to  the  last  behind  UTEP’s  -2.2. 

BYU  is  the  only  WAC  team  with  all  starters  retur¬ 
ning  next  fall. 

Foul  records 

Two  somewhat  dubious  all-games  team  records 
were  broken  during  the  season.  The  mark  for  most 
personal  fouls  per  game  is  now  24.7,  set  by  New 
Mexico,  breaking  the  old  one  of  24.1  set  by  ASU 
three  years  ago.  BYU  set  a  new  record  for  most 
players  fouled  out  at  39,  over  the  old  one  of  35  set  by 
Wyoming  and  tied  by  BYU  eight  years  ago. 

Utah  Head  coach  Jerry  Pimm  became  the  only 
WAC  coach  in  the  16-year  history  of  the  conference 
to  win  more  than  70  percent  of  his  games  in  his  head 
coaching  career  with  the  league.  After  four  years, 
Pimm’s  record  is  81-30,  a  win  percentage  of  .730. 
Pimm  passed  previous  leader  Fred  Snowden  of 
Arizona,  who  is  .698.

Educational  techniques  will  come  and  go,  but 
perhaps  some  of  the  more  novel  techniques  ever  used 
are  illustrated  in  “Conrack,”  the  Varsity  Theater 
feature  for  this  weekend.

Voight  throws  conventional  teaching  techniques 
to  the  wind  and  starts  using  novel  methods  to  raise 
both  the  intellect  and  the  morale  of  the  students.
